mer and store 
it away for chill winter 
weeks w*hen the gray sky is hardly discern­ 
ible through drifting snow*. 
Can this result be accomplished. 
Utili­ 
zation of sunshine for cooking and heating 
purposes long has been the goal of able ex­ 
perimenters. Probably the most successful 
of these is Dr. C. G. Abbott, director of the 
astrophysical laboratory of the Smithson- 
sonian Institution at Washington. 
Dr. Ab­ 
bott is perhaps, the g r a te s ! living authori­ 
ty on matters pertaining to the sun. 
He 
has turned the dreams of his predecessors 
into something 
like 
realities— that is, he 
has been able to cook with sunshine with­ 
out especial regard to favorable conditions. 
For farmers throughout a large section of 
the south and southwest he has made pos­ 
sible a sun cookstove which will function 
most of the time. 
The result of his experi­ 
ments holds forth considerable hope for the 
future. 
He does not claim to have solved 
the problem for city people. They probab­ 
ly must worry along with coal and gas for a 
good many years yet. But during the sum­ 
mer months, at least, the wives of farmers 
from Virginia to California 
are promised 
considerable relief in the near future from 
the heat of summer cooking. 
When sunshine cooking becomes an ac­ 
complished fact, as it seems about to be, it 
will mark a considerable step ahead in hu­ 
man progress. 
Its results will not be con­ 
fined teethe kitchen alone— although that 
which lightens the work of the kitchen has 
no inconsiderable importance in itself for 
the betterment of the condition of humani­ 
ty.

July 17.—The air 
mail service of the postoffice depart­ 
ment completed last night a year’s 
daily service without a single fatal 
accident. 
In this time the planes 
flying on the New York to San Fran­ 
cisco route 1% million miles. More 
than 49 million letters, totaling 1,- 
224,500 pounds, were transported by 
air. 
“The record of the air mail service 
of the past year proves, more con- 
| elusively than any other test ever 
made, the reliability and the effic­ 
iency of the airplane in commercial 
service/* 
says 
the 
department. 
“Through every 
kind 
of weather, 
summer, fall, winter and spring, and 
over mountains, deserts and forests, 
the postoffice department^ air mail 
planes flew. The percentage of trips 
actually completed was 92.5, as com­ 
pared with 83 per cent for the last 
fiscal 
year. 
The 
percentage 
of 
scheduled miles actually flown was 
even higher, totaling 94 per cent. 
“While routes totaling 820 miles 
were discontinued In the la«t fiscal 
year, and only the transcontinental 
route of 2,680 miles maintained, the 
air mall service, nevertheless, car­ 
ried the same amount of mail as it 
did last year, or 23 per cent more in 
each airplane load.’* 
Officials of the air mail service at­ 
tribute the record of no fatal acci­ 
dents in a year to the fact that all 
the pilots now are experienced and 
tried, and they know the route. That 
the pilots of the air mail planes of 
the postoffice department 
are top­ 
notch among the filers of the United 
States was established at a recent 
mid-we3tern flying meet

Here the fliers of the 
air mall service took five events of 
the eight, and six cups of the nine 
given as prizes.
